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ANNUAL REPORT ON DENTAL AUXILIARY EDUCATION 

In recent years, growing concern has been generated regarding the increasing population per 
dentist ratio and projected shortages of dentists and, consequently, dental services. The rate of 
growth of the population has been greater than the growth in the number of dentists becoming 
active in the profession. For example, in 1965, there were 1,886 persons for every active dentist 
in the United States; in 1960, the ratio was 1,941:1; in 1963, 1,988:1; and in 1969, there were 
2,010 persons per dentist. 

The foremost concern and responsibility of dentistry is to provide dental health care for all 
people. To help alleviate the problem of possible dental manpower shortages and insure dental 
care for the population, stress has not only been placed on increasing dental school enrollments 
but also increasing the number and function of dental auxiliaries. The dental profession has ac- 
cepted increased utilization of dental auxiliaries as the most realistic and economical! solution to 
the growing public need for dental services. The dental auxiliaries, namely, dental hygiene, dental 
assisting and dental laboratory technology, have augmented and wil! continue to serve the dental 
profession in areas such as: private dental offices, public school systems, college or university 
teaching, community health care clinics, dental school clinics and laboratories, commercial and 
military dental laboratories, industrial clinics, hospital clinics, research, and civil service. 

The 1970-71 statistics related to dental auxiliaries have shown continued growth in enroll- 
ment. Total enrollments in dental hygiene, dental assisting, and dental laboratory technology 
programs have increased approximately 15 percent since the 1969-70 academic year. Such enroll- 
ment growth is expected to continue and the services of the auxiliaries will expand as more grad- 
uates are employed.

ns a ne - TABLE 1 lists the names and locations of the institutions providing dental hygiene programs in 
the United States and Canada. The director and date established for each program is also included. 
The continuing growth in dental auxiliary education, particularly dental hygiene, is apparent when 
noting the fact that 121 dental hygiene schools currently exist, an increase of 21 percent over the 
100 programs in existence during the 1969-70 academic year. In addition to the dental hygiene 
programs in the United States, five dental hygiene programs are in operation in Canada. 














TABLE 2 summarizes the admission information pertaining to the dental hygiene programs in opera- 
tion during the 1970-71 academic year. One hundred and seven institutions offered programs lead- 
ing to a certificate or associate degree in dental hygiene. Ninety-five of these institutions (89 
percent) required the applicants to possess a high school diploma. Eleven programs requested one 
year of college prior to acceptance while only one program set pre-admission requirements at two 
years of college. In addition, 38 schools offered programs awarding the baccalaureate degree. 
Sixteen or 42 percent of the programs established the high school diploma as a College prerequi- 
site while only one school admitted students into their dental hygiene program directly from high 
school. Six programs (16 percent) required one year of college prior to admission and 14 programs 
(37 percent) stipulated a pre-admission level of two years of college. Only two programs required 
the applicant to possess an associate degree. Fifteen of all the institutions listed reported that 
males are not accepted into their dental hygiene programs. 

The total costs for the dental hygiene programs listed include tuition, instruments, supplies, 
textbooks, and all other fixed fees, exclusive of living costs. The average cost for all dental

baccalaureate degree programs averaged $4,212 in cost, while the two-year programs approximated 
Figure 2 NUMBER OF DENTAL HYGIENE GRADUATES, 1960-1970 $2,395. 

Table 2 also lists the type of support the institution receives, public or private; the date 
classes begin for the 1971-72 academic year; and the length of each program in terms of years

: of October, 1970. Total enrollment in dental hygiene programs in the United States increased 16 
percent over the 1969-70 enrollment of 5,931 to a total of 6,854 students. First-year student enroll- 
ment consisting of first-year certificate or associate degree seekers and baccalaureate degree 
candidates (represented as third-year students in Table 3) totaled 3,918, an increase of 19 percent 
over the 1969-70 first-year enroliment. The third- and fourth-year students are those enrolled in 
baccalaureate degree programs. 

Figure 1 illustrates the growth of dental hygiene enrollment during the period 1960 thrdbugh 
1970. Since 1960, dental hygiene enrollment has nearly tripled from 2,497 to 6,854 students. The 
annual rate of increase in dental hygiene enrollment approximates 11percent. This average annual 
rate is significantly affected by increases occurring during the years 1966 through 1970 when 
enroliment growth approached 17 percent annually. 

Table 3 also indicates that only 20 males are among the 6,854 enrolled dental hygiene stu- 
dents. The first-year student capacity, percent of first-year enroliment to capacity, number of 
applicants, and percent of first-year enrollment to number of applicants for each institution is also 
provided. On a national basis, 78 percent of all dental hygiene student places were occupied by 
26 percent of all those applying to dental hygiene programs. 
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1960 1961 1962 1963 1964 1965 1966 1967 1968 1969 1970 TABLE 4 provides a breakdown of the pre-admission education levels of the first-year dental hy- 
giene students enrolled during the 1970-71 academic year. More than 50 percent of all first-year 
students possessed only a high school diploma. The remaining entering students had varying 
college backgrounds ranging from one year to the four-year degree. The total of 3,662 first-year 
students contains not only the first-year students listed in Table 3 but also students in the third 
- year. Since some baccalaureate degree programs require two years of college as an admission

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TABLE 5 indicates the number of dental hygiene graduates receiving certificates or degrees between 
Teaching College or University July 1, 1969, and June 30, 1970. The number of graduates increased 10.5 percent during 1970 to a 
total of 2,465. Of the 2,465 graduates, 462 received baccalaureate degrees and 2,003 received 
certificates or associate degrees. 

Continuing Education Figure 2 traces the number of dental hygiene graduates from 1960 through 1970. The average 
rate of increase in dental hygiene graduates has been 10 percent for the 1960-1970 period. As a 
consequence of continuing enrollment increases in dental hygiene programs, the number of gradu-

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DENTAL ASSISTING 


TABLE 1 provides a listing of the dental assisting programs in the United States in operation during 
1970-71. The name and address of the institution is provided as well as the name of the program 
director and the date the program was established. The current number of dental assisting programs 
totals 165, an increase of 11 programs since the last academic year. 


TABLE 2 presents the admission data pertinent to the dental assisting schools and their corre- 
sponding programs. Generally, the basic minimum requirement for admission to any dental assist- 
ing program is the high school diploma. Forty percent of the dental assisting schools reported 
acceptance of male applicants. Seventy-four percent of the schools provided one-year programs 
culminating in the receipt of a certificate, while 26percent of the schools offered associate degree 
programs. In addition, Table 2 provides information relative to the individual programs in terms of 
semester, quarter, or clock credit hours. 

Total program costs are also provided with regard to resident or non-resident status. The total 
cost reported includes tuition, instruments, supplies, textbooks, uniforms, and all other fixed fees, 
exclusive of living expenses. Although the total cost per program varied widely, the total average 
cost computed for residents in certificate programs amounted to $414, whereas non-residents paid 
an average of $776. Resident students in associate degree programs had to pay an average total 
cost of $452 andnon-residents realized costs averaging $1,142. As in previous years, the principle 
factor related to the cost of education and tuition was directly related to the residence status of 
the student. 

Twenty-four schools indicated that scholarships were not available to dental assisting stu- 
dents and 29 schools reported the lack of loans. Only five schools stated that dental assisting 
graduates were not assisted by the school in obtaining employment. 


TABLE 3 provides enroliment statistics in the dental assisting programs for the 1970-71 academic 

year. The first-year enrollment of 4,841 students, combined with the 971 second-year students in 

Figure 1 UNDERGRADUATE ENROLLMENT IN THE DENTAL ASSISTING the two-year programs, yields a total of 5,812 dental assisting students. The 1970-71 enroliment 
SCHOOLS OF THE UNITED STATES, 1962-1970 represents an increase of nearly 15 percent over the 5,074 enrolled during 1969-70. 

Figure 1 graphically displays the growth in dental assisting enroliment during the period 1962 
through 1970. The annual enrollment growth rate in dental assisting has approximated 19 percent 
during the eight years represented. The most notable period of expansion occurred between 1963 
and 1967 when the growth rate averaged.26 percent annually. 

A comparison of first-year enrollment and student capacities and the number of applicants for 
each dental assisting program combine to show that 86 percent of all first-year places were filled 
by 60 percent of all the applicants to the dental assisting schools in the United States. 




















TABLE 4 displays the previous education level of the present first-year class prior to admissian to 
the dental assisting programs. As the data demonstrates, approximately 86 percent of al! dental 
assisting students entered with the high school diploma 








TABLE 6 records the number of dental assisting graduates for the period July, 1969, to June, 1970. 
Certificate recipients numbered 2,367 and 588 graduates were granted an associate degree. The 
total of 2,955 graduates represents a nine percent increase over the 2,715 graduated in 1969. 

Figure 2 traces the number of graduates from 1962 through 1970. The annual growth rate in 
number of graduates has approximated 21 percent during this period. However, as in the case of 
enroliment, the period from 1963 through 1967 reflected substantial increases in the number of 
graduates. 








TABLE 6 provides an historical record of enrollment and graduate statistics in the dental assisting 
1962 1963 1964 1965 1966 1967 1968 1969 1970 schools during the years, 1963 through 1970. In 1963, 40 dental assisting schools were in opera- 
tion with a total enroliment of 1,551 students and a graduating class of 718. During the 1970-71 
academic year, dental assisting enroliment and number of graduates has increased to 5,812 and 
Figure 2 NUMBER OF DENTAL ASSISTING GRADUATES, 1962-1970 2,955, respectively, each four times the number recorded seven years earlier. 
Figure 3 indicates the type of employment obtained by the 1970 dental assisting graduates. 
Seventy-nine percent of all the dental assisting graduates sought employment in private dental 
offices.

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DENTAL LABORATORY TECHNOLOGY 


TABLE 1 lists the names, addresses, program directors, and dates established for the dental lab- 
oratory technology programs currently in operation in the United States. Three additional schools 
established dental laboratory technology programs during the 1970-71 academic year increasing 
the number of programs to a total of 26. 


TABLE 2 provides the admission policies relevant to dental laboratory technology programs for the 
1970-71 academic year. The minimum admission requirements for the programs listed is the high 
school diploma. Thirteen schools awarded the associate degree; six schools conferred a certifi- 
cate; and seven schools granted both the certificate and associate degree upon completion of their 
respective programs. Also, the length of each program is given in terms of months and semester, 
quarter, or clock hours of credit. 

The total costs for each program listed in Table 2 include tuition, instruments, supplies, text- 
books and al! other fixed fees, exclusive of living costs. The average cost for a resident student 
was computed at $595, whereas non-residents paid approximately $1,314 for the dental |aboratory 
technology program. 

Also shown are the dates the 1971-72 school term begins and dates of graduation for the 
entering 1971-72 class. 


TABLE 3 provides enrollment information regarding the dental laboratory technology programs for 

the 1970-71 academic year. The enrotiment total of 1,113 consisted of 673 first-year and 440 
aha ROR SB = we ae LT second-year students.

TECHNOLOGY SCHOOLS OF THE UNITED STATES, 1962-1970 Figure 1 demonstrates the growth in dental laboratory technology enrollment for the years 1962 
through 1970. As in the case of dental hygiene and dental assisting, dental laboratory technology 
has shown an impressive growth rate of 20 percent annually. The increases during the years 1966 
through 1970 contributed predominately to the average annual growth. During this period, enroll- 
ment increased an average of 28 percent annually enhanced by major increases in 1966 and 1967. 

Eighty percent of all student places available in dental laboratory technology schools acrosg 

the nation were filled during 1970-71. Sixty-four percent of all applicants seeking admission to 
dental laboratory technology programs were enrolled for the current academic year. 

















TABLE 4 summarizes the pre-admission education of the first-year dental laboratory technology 
students enrolled during the 1970-71 academic year. High school graduation was the general pre- 
admission education level of 73 percent of all first-year students. Seventeen percent of the enter- 
ing students had previously completed one year of college. 








TABLE 5 lists the number of graduates receiving diplomas from dental laboratory technology pro- 
grams between July 1, 1969, and June 30, 1970. A total of 359 graduates completed dental labora- 
tory technology programs of which 149 received certificates and the remaining 210 graduates were 
awarded associate degrees. 

Figure 2 graphically displays the growth in the number of dental laboratory technology gradu- 
ates from 1962 through 1970. The growth in the number of graduates was rather irregular until 1966, 
however, the 1967-68 period witnessed a 100 percent increase in the number of graduates. The 
doubling of the number of graduates during this year is due to enrollment increases occurring 
during 1966 and 1967. Since 1968, the rate of increase in number of graduates has subsided and 
the 1970 graduating class, in fact, was not significantly larger than in 1969.

Figure 3 shows the areas in which the 1970 graduates were employed. Commercial and armed 
services dental laboratories employed the majority (67 percent) of all dental laboratory technology 
graduates. Thirteen percent of the graduates found employment in private dental offices.
